Saigon — The Viet Cong 
hit the heart of Saigon with 
a heavy mortar attack late 
Monday and a firefight broke 
out at the Y Bridge on the 
south side of the city where 
previous Communist efforts 
to invade Saigon were thrown 
back with heavy losses. 


A U.S. military spokesman 


said 
“ scores” 
of 
mortars 


struck near Ton Son Nhut 
Airbase, near the Saign docks 
and near the Y bridge, but 
there was no immediate re­ 
port on damage and casual­ 
ties. All are key areas in the 
defense of Saigon. 


Small arm s fire broke out 
near the big Y Bridge and 
could be heard in downtown 
Saigon. It appeared the Viet 
Cong might be trying to enter 
Saigon in force from 
the 
southern approaches to the 
city. T h e attack coincided 
with a power failure which 
blacked out much of Saigon.

Court Hits 
‘Stacking’ 
Of Jury 


Justices Split 
In Deciding 
Illinois Case 


Washington UP) — The death 
sentence cannot be imposed 
by a jury from which persons 
with c o n s c i e n t i o u s or 
religious scruples a g a i n s t 
capital 
punishment w e r e 
automatically excluded, the 
Supreme Court ruled 5 to 4 
Monday. 
“ No defendant can con- 
stitutionaUy be put to death 
at the hands of a tribunal 
so selected,” Justice Potter 
Stewart said for the divided 
court. 
“ Whatever else might be 
said of capital punishment, 
it is at least clear that its 
imposition by a hanging jury 
cannot be squared with the 
Constitution,” he added. 
Ruling in an Illinois case, 
the majority found the state 
“ stacked the deck” against 
William C. Witherspoon when 
he was sentenced to death 
by a jury from which 39 
veniremen w e r e excluded 
“ without any effort to find 
out whether their scruples 
would invariably c o m p e l 
them to vote against capital 
punishment.” 
‘Making New Law* 
One of the dissenters, Hugo 


L. 
Black, 
said 
from 
the 
bench that the majority “ is 
making new law.” 
The court did not deal with 
the constitutionality of the 
death penalty itself. Nor did 
it disturb the right of the 
prosecution to challenge for 
cause 
t h o s e 
prospective 
jurors 
who 
say 
t h e i r 
reservations 
about 
capital 
punishment 
would 
prevent 
them from making an im­ 
partial 
decision 
as 
to 
a 
d e f e n d a n t ’ s 
guilt 
or 
innocence. 
Stewart said it had not 
been 
shown 
that 
t h e 
Witherspoon jury was biased 
with respect to his guilt. 
However, Stewart went on, 
“ it is self-evident that, in its 
role as arbiter of the punish­ 
ment to be imposed, this jury 
fell woefully s h o r t of that 
impartiality 
to 
which 
the 
petitioner was entitled under 
t h e 
6 th 
a n d 
1 4t h 
Amendments.” 
For that reason, the court 
c o n eluded, 
Witherspoon’s 
conviction in the 195 9 slaying 
of 
Chicago 
p o l i c e m a n 
Mitchell Stone stands but his 
death 
sentence 
must 
b e 
reversed. 
Conscience of Community 
“ A jury that must choose 
between 
life 
imprisonment 
and capital punishment can 
do little more — and must 
do nothing less — than ex­ 
press the conscience of the 
community on the ultimate 
question of life or death,” 
Stewart wrote. 
“ Yet, in a nation less than 
half of whose people believe 
in the death penalty, a jury 
composed exclusively of such 
people cannot speak for the 
community.” 
The decision said expressly 
that the justices “ are not 
prepared to announce a per 
se constitutional rule requir­ 
ing the reversal of every 
conviction returned by a jury 
selected as this one was.” 
The reason, Stewart said 
for the majority, was that 
the information available to 
the court is “ too tentative 
and f r a g m e n t a r y ’ ’ to 
establish that the exclusion 
of jurors opposed to capital 
punishment substantially in­ 
creases the chance of con­ 
viction. 
Justice 
W i l l i a m 
0. 
Douglas, a dissenter, said: 
“ The conscience of the com­ 
munity is subject to many 
variables, one of which is the 
attitude 
toward the death 
sentence.” 
Besides Justices Black and 
Douglas, Justices John M. 
Harlan and Byron R. White 
dissented.

Other Supreme Court Rulings 
Teacher Speech Right 


On Public Issues OKd 


Washington (JV-A teacher may not be fired for speaking 
out on public issues in the absence of “ proof of false state­ 
ments knowingly or recklessly made by him,” the Supreme 
Court ruled 8 to 1 Monday. 
The decision r e v e r s e d 
courts in Illinois which had 
approved the dismissal of 
Marvin L. Pickering, a high 
school science teacher who 
wrote a letter to the Lockport 
Herald in 1964 saying the 
school board was “ trying to 
push tax-supported athletics 
down our throats.” 
Justice Thurgood Marshall, 
announcing the ruling, said: 
“ It cannot be gainsaid that 
the state has interests as an 
employer in regulating the 
speech of its employes that 
differ 
significantly 
f r o m 
those it possesses in connec­ 
tion with regulation of the 
speech of i h e citizenry in 
general.” 
However, the court said 
through 
Marshall, 
e v e n 
though Pickering made “ er­ 
roneous public statements” 
about the amount of money 
being spent on athletics, his 
letter evidently neither im­ 
peded 
his 
c l a s s r o o m 
performance nor interfered 
with operation of the schools 
generally. 
In other action the court: 
—Agreed to decide whether 
city and state voters have 
the 
right 
to 
nullify 
open 
housing ordinances. 
Brushing 
aside 
the 
sug­ 
gestion that the 1968 civil 
rights law makes the issue 
moot, the court w i t h o u t 
comment agreed to hear an 


appeal next term by Mrs. 
Nellie Hunter, 
a N e g r o 
housewife in Akron, Ohio, 
and the National Association 
for the Advancement of Col­ 
ored People. 
They 
are 
attacking 
an 
amendment to the Akron City 
Charter approved by voters 
in the city in 
1964. This 
amendment, 
section 
13 7 , 
nullified an ordinance ban­ 
ning racial discrimination in 
housing that had been adopted 
earlier in the year by the city 
council. 
—Agreed to review con­ 
viction 
of 
comedian 
Dick 
Gregory in 
a civil rights 
march on the home of Mayor 
Richard Daley of Chicago. 
—Upset the n a r c o t i c s 
conviction of a Los Angeles 
man because federal officers 
who made the arrest entered 
a closed but unlocked door. 
The court called this “ an 
unannounced intrusion.”

This condition assure.s that the sparsely 
populated heartland of t h e nation will rank 
disproportionately high in per capita cost of 
highway s 
Some states have compensated for this 
burden on highway users, however. low’a uses 
some of its general revenues, lOCc of its sales 
tax . for roads. South Dakota has a state-owned 
cement mill monopoly which offsets highway 


costs. Wy oming and some other states have 
large ex panses of federal lands on which 
highway costs are a federal charge. 
Nebraska, however, has held to the prin­ 
ciple that highway users should pay the entire 
cost of the highway sy stem, with none of 
the ex pense borne by general revenues which 
pay for other services of the state. 
This is why the Cornhusker Motor Club 
finds that Nebraska owners of medium-size 
automobiles pay the nation’s second highest 
road use fees and tax es. 
There is another important consideration 
in this finding. While highway users get no 
help from other revenue sources in building 
roads, these same users contribute substan­ 
tially to supporting other governmental ac­ 
tivities through high property tax es on their 
vehicles.

Given the foregoing circumstances, it 
should not be surprising that Nebraska’s gas 
tax es are higher than normal. To say that 
gas tax rates in this state must maintain some 
relationship with those of other state, however, 
is to delegate the important function of raising 
highway revenues to every one but the people 
and the officials of our own state. 
This is an assignment which can and must 
be accepted by Nebraskans without regard 
to the 
actions of other states. If every 
state 
waited for every other state before adjusting 
such charges, nothing ever would happen, ob­ 
viously . 
The gasoline tax will remain the key to 
all highway funds — not just because it is 
the most productive source of revenue but 
because, by relating charges to individual 
road use, it is the fairest source.

Paris—Gen. Charles de Gaulle Has offered 
FTench leftists an opportunity to win power 
through general elections. But he has warned 
that if they continue try ing to ram their way 
into authority , lie will light back—and there 
may be civil war.

Lindsay has the makings of a president, 
but nut much access to the nomination. When 
a friend asked him. in mid-1967, whether he 
would be intere.sted in the vice presidency 
in 1968 , Lindsay laughed, held his nose witti 
one hand, and made an animated “thumbs 
down” gesture with the other.

Important Aspects 
Bu t there are other less- 
pu blicized, little-noticed as­ 
pects of the new law which 
in coming y ears may easily 
eq u al or dwarf its interest 
disclosu re prov isions in their 
importance to consu mers.

The law will also forbid 
loan sharks from charging 
interest rates ex ceeding 45 % 
a y ear and will forbid them 
from collecting their debts by 
v iolent means. Loan sharking 
has become a mu lti-billion- 
dollar bu siness, dom inate by 
organized crime, in which 
interest rates of 1,000% or 
more a y ear are of t e n 
charged. 
It’s estimated that loan 
sharks today are bilking the 
poor ou t of more than

significance of the nation’s 
first federal crackdown on 
this magnitu de of u su ry can 
hardly be ex aggerated. 
The law clamps down on

It does this by prov iding

Finally , the law prov ides 
for a new National Com­

C o n s u m e r 
Finance, which, in the words 
of Rep. Wright Patm an, D- 
Tex ., chairman of the Hou se 
Committee on Banking and 
Cu rrency , “ may well be the 
greatest accomplishment of 
the bill.” The commission 
will probe ev ery aspect of 
consu mer credit in the U.S. 
today and su rely will make 
recommendations for fu rther 
legislation. 


Tou gh as the landmark 
*^tru th in lending’* law is, 
pressu re Is already bu ilding 
u p to make it ev en tou gher, 
throu gh fu tu re amendments. 
Still ex empt from federal 
control are the installment 
lenders who get arou nd the 
high interest rate problem 
simply by dou bling the prices 
on goods being sold to the 
poor or who lean on ev ery 
manner of special finance 
charge when they draw u p 
a loan contract. 
Lenders still do not hav e 
to spell ou t the total doUar 
cost of a first mortgage to 
a home bu y er, ev en thou gh 
this cost sometimes equ als 
the cost of the home itself.
